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INTRODUCTION 


Fruit  production  in  North  Carolina  continues  to 
be  an  important  segment  of  the  State' s  agricultural 
economy.  The  combined  production  of  apples,  peaches, 
and  grapes  in  1972  was  valued  at  over  14.5  million 
dollars.  During  that  year,  North  Carolina  ranked 
seventh  in  the  Nation  in  apple  production,  eighth  in 
peach  production,  and  twelfth  in  grape  production.- 
The  number  of  apple  trees  in  North  Carolina  has 
steadly  increased  during  the  past  several  years  while 
peach  tree  numbers  have  declined  sharply.  Interest 
in  grape  culture  has  increased  in  recent  years  and 
grape  production  is  becoming  increasingly  important 
in  many  Coastal  Plains  and  Southern  Piedmont  counties. 


The  purpose  of  the  apple,  peach,  and  grape 
surveys  is  to  provide  fruit  growers  in  North  Carolina 
with  detailed  counts  of  fruit  trees  and  grape  acreage 
being  maintained  for  commercial  production.  The 
counts  made  will  enable  fruit  growers  to  keep  abreast 
of  changes  and  trends  developing  in  their  dynamic 
industry.  These  surveys  were  also  designed  to  pro- 
vide marketing  specialists,  handlers  of  fruits, 
researchers,  and  others  with  information  needed  to 
make  decisions  and  adjustments  to  the  everchanging 
conditions.  Similar  surveys  were  conducted  in  North 
Carolina  for  apples  and  peaches  in  1954,  1964,  and 
1968,  and  for  grapes  in  1968- 


DESCRIPTION 


DEFINITION  OF  A  COMMERCIAL  ORCHARD  OR  VINEYARD 

For  the  purpose  of  this  survey,  a  commercial 
operation  was  defined  as  one  having  100  or  more  apple 
or  peach  trees  or  one  acre  or  more  of  grape  vines 
under  a  single  management  being  maintained  for  pro- 
duction. An  operation  with  trees  or  vines  in  more 
than  one  location  was  considered  as  one  operation 
when  only  one  management  was  involved. 


MAIL  SURVEY  PROCEDURE 

The  first  step  of  survey  preparation  required 
the  assembly  of  complete  lists  of  orchards  and  vine- 
yards believed  to  be  of  commercial  importance.  These 
lists  were  compiled  from  existing  records  of  the 
Crop  Reporting  Service  and  from  additional  names 
supplied  by  the  County  Extension  Chairman  in  each 
county  of  the  State.  Still  more  names  were  added 
during  the  course  of  the  survey. 

A  total  of  1,539  names  were  on  the  preliminary 
list  of  possible  fruit  growers  surveyed  in  1973.  An 
initial  mailing  in  February  and  two  follow-up  mail- 
ings in  March  yielded  557  reports.  Telephone  enumer- 
ation during  April  yielded  690  reports  with  the  re- 
maining 292  acquired  by  personal  interview  during 
May.  The  survey  netted  a  total  of  1,105  commercial 
fruit  operations. 


OF  THE  SURVEY 


DATA  FOR  HENDERSON  COUNTY  VERIFIED 
BY  AERIAL  PHOTOGRAPHS 

Figures  contained  in  this  publication  are  based 
solely  on  the  mail,  telephone,  and  personal  visit 
survey  for  all  counties  except  Henderson.  Due  to  the 
relative  importance  of  Henderson  County' s  apple  crops 
and  in  the  interest  of  verifying  the  accuracy  of  the 
mail  survey  approach,  an  aerial  photography  survey 
was  undertaken  for  that  county.  The  area  was 
scheduled  to  have  been  flown  during  May  and  June  but 
was  delayed  due  to  weather  conditions  being  continu- 
ously unsuitable  for  obtaining  clear  and  sharp  photo- 
graphs. The  flying  was  finally  completed  in  November 
and  some  engineering  work  was  then  necessary.  The 
finished  aerial  photography  became  available  late  in 
January  of  1974.  During  February  and  March  detailed 
tree  counts  and  acreage  mea'surements  were  made  from 
the  photos.  Extensive  field  work  was  then  undertaken 
in  April  to  verify  these  counts  and  measurements  and 
to  visit  certain  orchards  which  were  suspected  to  be 
abandoned . 


COMPARISON  OF  MAIL  AND  PHOTOGRAPHER  RESULTS 

Totals  from  the  mail  and  aerial  surveys  for 
Henderson  county  varied  by  less  than  one  percent. 
The  mail  survey  accounted  for  622,773  trees  and 
10,216.1  acres  while  the  aerial  survey  expanded  to 
625,234  trees  and  10,208.6  acres.  Giving  considera- 
tion to  both  surveys,  figures  of  625,000  trees  (set 
in  1972  or  earlier)  and  10,210  acres  were  adopted  as 
the  official  totals  for  Henderson  county.  Variety 
and  age  breakdowns  are  based  on  the  mail  survey  per- 
centages. The  intentions  figure  is  a  product  of  the 
survey  of  individual  operations. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  APPLE  TREE  SURVEY 


NUMBER  OF  ORCHARDS  AND  TREES 

The  number  of  apple  trees  in  North  Carolina' s 
commercial  orchards  has  increased  substantially  in 
recent  years.  The  1973  apple  tree  survey  indicated 
1,298,485  trees  in  commercial  orchards  in  1972. 
Similar  surveys  conducted  previously  indicated 
957,430  trees  in  commercial  orchards  in  1968,  817,185 
trees  in  1964,  and  731,850  trees  in  1954. 

Even  though  tree  number  increased  36  percent 
since  the  1968  count,  the  number  of  commercial 
orchards  actually  decreased.  There  were  758  com- 
mercial orchards  in  1972  compared  with  794  in  1968--a 
decline  of  almost  5  percent  during  the  four  year 
period.  The  Mountains  and  Coastal  Plains  both  had 
fewer  orchards  but  the  Piedmont  showed  an  increase. 
Henderson  county  led  in  number  of  orchard  operators 
with  351  or  46  percent  of  the  total.  Lincoln  county 
was  second  with  54  orchards  followed  closely  by 
Cleveland  with  41  orchards. 


ACREAGE  IN  ORCHARDS 

A  total  of  18, 199  acres  of  land  was  being  used 
by  commercial  apple  orchards  in  1972.  This  is  an 
increase  of  about  7  percent  from  the  17,009  acres 
reported  in  commercial  orchards  in  1968-  The  fact 
that  trees  increased  36  percent  since  1968  and  acre- 
age by  only  7  percent  reflects  the  trend  toward  the 
use  of  smaller  trees  and  consequently  more  trees  per 
acre . 


LOCATION  OF  APPLE  TREES 

Of  the  1972  acreage,  15,271  acres  were  in 
Mountain  counties,  2,808  in  Piedmont  counties,  and 
only  101  in  Coastal  Plains  counties.  Henderson 
county  had  the  largest  acreage  in  commercial  orchards 


with  10,210  acres.  Wilkes  county  was  second  with 
1,040  acres  and  Lincoln  county  was  third  with  1,015 
acres.  Of  the  total  acreage,  about  70  percent  was 
planted  in  standard  trees  with  the  remainder  in  size 
controlled  varieties. 

There  were  1,036,035  apple  trees,  80  percent  of 
the  total,  in  the  Mountain  counties.  The  Piedmont 
counties  accounted  for  251,947  trees  or  19  percent 
of  the  total  while  the  Coastal  Plains  counties  only 
had  1  percent  of  the  State's  total  or  10,503  apple 
trees.  Henderson  county  continued  to  hold  down  the 
number  one  spot  with  625,000  trees,  48  percent  of  the 
total.  Lincoln  county  was  second  with  111,264  trees. 
Third  place  goes  to  Wilkes  county  with  77,098  trees 
but  not  far  behind  was  Cleveland  county  with  70,894 
trees . 


AGE  OF  TREES 

Of  the  1,298,485  trees  in  commercial  orchards 
in  1972,  19  percent  were  1-3  years  old,  31  percent 
4-8  years  old  and  the  remaining  50  percent  were  9 
years  old  or  older.  Since  1968  over  70  percent  of 
the  trees  set  have  been  size  controlled  types. 


VARIETIES 

The  strains  of  Red  Delicious  are  by  far  the  most 
popular  of  all  the  varieties  grown  in  North  Carolina. 
Red  Delicious  strains  accounted  for  714,722  trees  or 
55.0  percent  of  the  total.  Golden  Delicious  was 
second  with  278,752  trees  or  21.5  percent.  Rome 
Beauty  was  third  with  148.104  trees  or  11.4  percent, 
and  fourth  was  Stayman  with  76,025  trees  or  5.9 
percent  of  the  total.  These  four  varieties  combined 
accounted  for  almost  94  percent  of  the  total  trees 
in  North  Carolina's  commercial  orchards.  Growers 
indicated  that  86  percent  of  the  trees  set  out  for 
1973  leaf  would  be  either  Red  or  Golden  Delicious.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  PEACH  TREE  SURVEY 


NUMBER  OF  TREES 


The  decline  in  the  number  of  peach  trees  in 
North  Carolina  continued  during  recent  years  but  the 
rate  of  decline  seems  to  have  slowed  somewhat.  The 
1973  peach  tree  survey  indicated  310,835  trees  in 
commercial  orchards  in  1972.  Similar  surveys  con- 
ducted previously  indicated  397,507  trees  in  com- 
mercial orchards  in  1968,  572,000  trees  in  1964,  and 
902, 980  trees  in  1954. 


cline  of  22  percent  since  the  1968  count.  Of  the 
1972  acreage,  2,679  acres  were  in  the  Piedmont 
counties,  557  acres  in  the  Mountain  counties,  and 
only  188  acres  in  the  Coastal  Plains  counties.  Anson 
county  had  the  largest  acreage  in  commercial  orchards 
with  930  acres.  Richmond  county  was  second  with  762 
acres  and  Montgomery  was  third  with  508  acres. 


LOCATION  OF  ORCHARDS 

In  1972,  the  Piedmont  counties  accounted  for 
250,383  trees  or  80  percent  of  the  State's  total. 
The  Mountain  counties  accounted  for  42,816  trees  or 
14  percent  of  the  total  while  the  Coastal  counties 
only  had  6  percent  of  the  total,  or  17,636  trees. 
Anson  county  led  in  number  of  trees  of  all  ages  with 
83,925  trees.  Richmond  county  nailed  down  the  number 
two  spot  with  75,456  trees.  Montgomery,  which  was 
number  one  during  the  three  previous  surveys,  dropped 
to  third  place  with  41,496  trees. 


AGE  OF  TREES 


Of  the  310,835  trees  in  commercial  orchards  in 
1972,  30  percent  were  1-3  years  old,  40  percent  4-8 
years  old,  20  percent  9-13  years  old,  and  the  re- 
maining 10  percent  were  14  years  old  or  older.

A  total  of  3,424  acres  of  land  was  being  used 
by  commercial  peach  orchards  in  1972.     This  is  a  de-

A  corresponding  decrease  in  the  number  of  com- 
mercial orchards  accompanied  the  decrease  in  acreage 
and  tree  numbers.  A  total  of  only  126  commercial 
orchards  were  found  to  be  operating  in  North  Carolina 
during  1972.  This  compares  with  200  orchards  in 
1968,  219  orchards  in  1964,  and  360  orchards  in  1954. 
The  Piedmont  counties  accounted  for  73  orchards,  the 
Mountain  counties  had  29  orchards  and  the  Coastal 
Plains  counties  24. 


VARIETIES 

Redhaven  continued  as  the  leading  variety  of 
peach  trees  grown  in  the  State  with  26,573  trees, 
or  8.5  percent  of  the  total.  Blake  moved  up  to 
second  place  with  25,697  trees  or  8.3  percent  of  the 
total,  followed  closely  by  Loring  with  7.8  percent 
of  the  total  or  24,380  trees.  Candor  was  fourth 
with  21,050  trees  (6.8  percent  of  the  total)  and 
Dixired  rounded  out  the  top  five  leading  varieties 
with  19,671  trees  or  6.3  percent  of  the  total.  These 
five  leading  varieties  combined  accounted  for  37.8 
percent  of  the  State  total. 

Jefferson,  Candor,  and  Loring  were  the  leading 
varieties  set  out  during  the  fall  of  1972  and  winter 
of  1973.  These  three  varieties  combined  accounted 
for  44  percent  of  the  total  intentions.

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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  VINEYARD  SURVEY 


NUMBER  OF  VINEYARDS 


The  grape  industry  in  North  Carolina  has  experi- 
enced rather  rapid  expansion  during  recent  years  and 
has  become  a  relatively  important  cash  crop  in 
several  counties.  A  total  of  221  commercial  vine- 
yards were  found  to  be  operating  in  North  Carolina 
during  1972.  This  compares  with  115  vineyards  in 
1968--an  increase  of  92  percent.  The  Mountain 
counties  accounted  for  11  vineyards,  the  Piedmont 
counties  had  55  vineyards  and  the  Coastal  Plain 
counties  had  155  vineyards. 

Lenoir  county  had  the  largest  number  of  vine- 
yards with  18  followed  closely  by  Jones  county  with 
16  vineyards.  Cleveland  county  and  Johnston  county 
each  had  12  vineyards,  while  Wayne  and  Onslow  each 
had  11  vineyards.  These  six  counties  combined 
accounted  for  36  percent  of  the  State' s  vineyards. 


ACREAGE  INCREASES 


There  were  1,677  acres  of  grapevines  reported 
in  the  State  being  maintained  for  commercial  pro- 


duction in  1972.  This  is  173  percent  more  than  the 
614  acres  reported  in  the  1969  survey  relating  to 
1968  acreage.  In  1972,  the  Mountain  counties 
accounted  for  3  percent  of  the  acreage,  the  Piedmont 
29  percent,  and  the  Coastal  Plains  68  percent. 
Cleveland  county  led  in  total  acreage  with  209  acres. 
Jones  county  was  second  with  152  acres  and  Onslow 
third  with  129  acres.  Pender  nailed  down  the  number 
four  spot  with  111  acres  followed  closely  by  Sampson 
with  103  acres. 


VARIETIES 


Of  the  1,677  acres  of  grapevines  of  all  ages, 
93  percent  were  classified  as  muscadine  types  and 
only  7  percent  as  bunch  types.  Carlos  was  the  lead- 
ing variety  with  508  acres.  Magnolia  was  second 
with  422  acres  and  scuppernongs  nailed  down  the 
number  three  spot  with  288  acres.  These  three  lead- 
ing varieties  combined  accounted  for  73  percent  of 
the  State  total. 

Carlos,  Magnolia,  and  Fry  were  the  leading 
varieties  set  out  during  the  fall  of  1972  and  winter 
of  1973.  These  three  varieties  combined  accounted 
for  88  percent  of  the  total  intentions.
